Vicinity  sketch 
compiled  per  2014  and  2016  aerial  photography.  Distances  to  witness  ties  were  collected  with  a  100'  cloth  tape.  Bearings  to  witness  monument 
ties  were  measured  with  a  2°  compass  adjusted  for  declination  and  are  approximately  shown  hereon  for  reference.  Priority  should  be  given  to 
provided  distances  over  bearings.

Origin:  The  rebar  with  cap  was  set  by  Philip  Tapp  per  a  boundary  survey  in  Section  19-T09N-R01W  dated  December  16,  1992,  and  recorded  in 
Survey  Book  2,  page  31 1 . 

History:  This  corner  was  perpetuated  in  January  of  1861  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor,  J.S.  Buskirk  (Monroe  County  Survey  Book  2,  page 
64).  No  trace  of  the  monument  set  by  Buskirk  or  its  accessories  was  found.  My  search  area  extended  along  the  north/south  fence  from  the  rebar 
with  cap  approximately  22  feet  north  and  8  feet  south.  I  searched  a  6-foot  wide  corridor,  centered  along  the  existing  fence.  I  searched  this  area 
well,  first  by  clearing  brush  and  raking,  and  then  with  a  tile  probe.  I  also  raked  an  area  about  10  feet  east  of  the  rebar  with  cap  along  the 
east/west  fence.  I  found  an  old  stump  and  a  couple  of  depressions  that  could  have  been  stump  holes,  and  from  them,  I  pulled  tape  from  the 
stumps  and  depressions  at  the  record  witness  distances  from  the  1861  survey.  I  raked  a  few  additional  search  areas,  but  they  didn't  seem 
promising,  and  I  did  not  do  any  additional  probing. 

The  measured  distance  between  Rich_Y15  and  Blm_A15  is  52.61  feet.  The  calculated  distance  per  the  original  survey  notes  is  73.59  feet. 

Before  completely  giving  up  on  this  stone,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  search  area  about  5  feet  further  north  and  west. 

The  rebar  with  cap  was  witnessed  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor  on  July  13,  2000,  and  accepted  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor  Review  Board 
on  December  14,  2000.  It  was  also  accepted  by  Douglas  Curry  in  2015  (D/109,  D/119  &  D/147). 

I  did  not  research  the  full  history  of  this  monument  because  this  corner  was  not  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  any  corners  in  Section 
24-T09N-R02W.  It  is  shown  hereon  for  reference  and  will  be  further  evaluated  when  Section  19  -T9N-R1W  is  perpetuated.
